. widow, has announced plans to 
fly to Hyannis Port Thanksgiv- 
ing Day with her two children. 
4 Perhaps the nation's mood 


was best summed up by the 
Rev. John W. Regan, a curate 
at St, Francis Xavier church in 
Hyannis Port, when he said last 
Sunday: 


"Here 
in 
America, 
this 


Thanksgiving will be different. 
This year, as the Pilgrims did, 
we will turn again to God. We 
have a great deal to be thankful 


^for—the men who fought and 


died for us in the hot wars and 
in the cold war. We should be 
grateful for the great men God 
has given us." 


President Johnson has urged 


that the Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion issued by President Ken- 
nedy Nov. 5 be read in churches 
Thursday. 


The 
proclamation said 
in

"on that day let us gather in 


sanctuaries dedicated to worship 
and in homes blessed by family 
affection to express our grati- 
tude for the glorious gifts of 
God; 
and let us earnestly and 


humbly pray that He will con- 
tinue to guide and sustain us in 
the great unfinished tasks of 
achieving peace, justice and 
understanding among all men 


jjand all nations and of ending 


misery and suffering wherever 
they exist."

plan to have a family dinner at 
their home in Washington. Their 
daughters, Lynda Bird and Lucy 
will be there and so will Lynda's 
fiance, Bernard Rosenbach. 


In Massachusetts, the tradi-

^ance at Plymouth will pay trib- 


ute to two assassinated presi- 
dents—Kennedy in a special me- 
morial service, and Lincoln, on 
the 
100th anniversary of his 


proclamation making Thanks- 
giving a national holiday for the 
first time.

They were back in their own 


beds at 4:30 a.m. when a Navy 
ambulance pulled up to the big 
front portico of their home amid 
television floodlights and their 
mother came up the steps with 
blood spattered on her clothes,

men said, Caroline and her 
brother learned the news that 
meant their father would come 
to no more of their happy 
parties.

day by a special panel, was 
ordered by Congress to forestall 
a nationwide strike last August 
and settle the key issues in the 
union-railroad 
struggle 
over 


work rules. 


Two of the unions announced 


they will challenge the arbitra- 
tion decision and its legal basis 
in the courts. 


Thus a new snarl appeared to 


be added to the four-year dis- 
pute, and negotiations on what 
Congress figured were second- 
ary also have bogged down. 
Each side blamed the other for 
the lack of progress in the talks, 
which cover such matters as 
wages. 


The arbitration board had two 


issues to deal with—the fire- 
men's jobs and the size of train 
crews.

sary 90 per cent of the firemen 
on diesel freight and yard en

Texarkana Plans 
Desegregation 


TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


The Board of Directors of the 
Texarkana, Ark., School District 
has set September, 1964 as the 
date for the first steps in school 
desegregation. 


The board issued a policy 


statement, citing a "legal obli- 
gation" to all students, but ad- 
vanced no details of a desegre- 
gation plan. 


The board said applications 


have been received from Ne- 
groes for enrollment in all-white 
schools since Aug. 30, but re- 
jected "because it is evident 
that 
these 
nine applications 


came too near the beginning of 
the school term to permit the 
orderly implementation of an 
efficient 
plan for desegrega- 


tion." 


Five applications were at the 


elementary level, one at junior 
high and three at high school. 


The board promised to an- 


nounce a desegregation plan be- 
fore the end of the 1963-64 school 
year.

to "cut pay 33 1-3 per cent" by 
changing the wage structure is 
not a secondary issue to the 
unions. 


Congress left wages and some 


proposed work rules changes to 
be settled by negotiations be- 
tween the unions and the 195 
railroads involved in the dis- 
pute. 


Gilbert told J. E. Wolfe, chief 


railroad negotiator, he hoped 
Wolfe would now "get down to 
negotiations" to eliminate any 
renewal of a strike threat. 


Wolfe replied that if the un- 


ions did not cooperate in the 
negotiations, "we will be back 
where we were in August with 
the nation disturbed." 


Gilbert, president of the AFL- 


CIO Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, and 
Wolfe are members of the arbi- 
tration board.

Ruby May Go 
on Trial in 
Two Weeks

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — Jack 


Ruby, who shot the accused as- 
sassin of President John F. Ken- 
nedy as thousands watched on 
television, may go to trial on a 
murder 
charge 
within 
two 


weeks. 


County grand jurors indicted 


Ruby Tuesday in the shooting of 
Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 
Ruby's 


trial is tentatively set for Dec. 9. 


Dist. Atty. Henry Wade said 


he will ask the death penalty. 


Defense lawyer Tom Howard 


of Dallas said the highly emo- 
tional Ruby had settled down 
somewhat since the shooting in 
the City Hall basement as po- 
lice started to move Oswald to 
the county jail. 


"He was much more calm 


than he was yesterday," How- 
ard said.. "He talked in more 
normal •ctiiivti but he is still an 
excitable person when he talks 
normally." 


The lawyer said Ruby men- 


tioned seeing a picture of Mrs. 
Kennedy with blood on her 
dress. 


"Tears came to his eyes 


Howard said. "He showed tre- 
mendous concern for the Kenne- 
dys." 


Ruby, 52, who owns a down- 


town strip tease establishment 
and a dance hall in Dallas, 
told Howard he stopped Sunday 
at the spot where Kennedy was 
shot two days earlier. This was 
shortly before Ruby went on to 
the city jail where Oswald was 
killed. 


Ruby, known to many Dallas 


policemen, waited outside the 
jail with newsmen Sunday. As 
Oswald was being escorted to an 
armored car, Ruby lunged from 
the crowd and fired. 


Texas Ally. Gen. Waggoner 


Carr and a congressional com- 
mittee have ordered probes of 
both the Kennedy and Oswald 
slaying. 


Howard said he knew of no 


connection between Ruby and 
Oswald. He said that as his cli- 
ent told it, Ruby first saw Os- 
wald Friday night. This was a 
few hours after the assassina- 
tion when Oswald was charged 
first with killing a Dallas police 
officer and taken before news- 
men. 


There has been some specula- 


tion that Oswald was killed to 
prevent him from talking more 
to police. He died without ad- 
mitting either slaying. 


Three large packages of evi- 


dence assembled in the Oswald 
case were turned over to the 
FBI Tuesday by Dallas police.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent; Johnson told the nation 
and the world today that the 
ideas and ideals of John F. Ken- 
nedy "must and will be trans- 
lated into effective action." 


The new President appealed 


at the same time for "an end 
-o the teaching and preaching 
of hate and evil and violence." 


In a 1,500-word address pre- 


pared for a joint session of 
the Senate and House, Johnson 
specifically c a l l e d for early 
congressional action to set up 
new civil rights safeguards and 
enact an $Il-billion tax cut. 


"No memorial oration or eu- 


logy, could more 
eloquently 


honor President Kennedy's mem 
ory than the earliest possible 
passage of the civil rights bill 
for which he fought," Johnson 
said. 


And he said, "No act of ours 


could more fittingly continue 
the work of President Kennedy 
than the earliest passage of the 
tax bill for which he sought." 


The new chief executive said: 


"This is no time for delay—it is 
a time for action." 


Johnson opened his address 


by saying: 


"All I have I would have giv- 


en gladly not to be standing 
here today." 


Johnson, who called the as- 


sassination of president Ken- 
nedy "the foulest deed of our 
time," declared that Kennedy 
must 
be commemorated 
in 


actions. 


"Our most immediate tasks," 


Johnson said, "are here on this 
hill," meaning in Congress. 


Johnson appealed for United 


effort by a nation that .goes for- 
ward "in action, in tolerance 
and mutual understanding." In 
one of his most emotional pas- 
sages Johnson asserted: 


"The 
time has 
come 
for 


Americans of all races and 
creeds and political beliefs to 
understand and respect one an- 
other. Let us put an end to the 
teaching and preaching of the 
hatred and the violence. Let 
us now turn away from way of 
the far left and the far right, 
from the apostles of bitterness 
and bigotry, from those defiant 
of law, and those who pour 
venom into our nation's blood- 
stream." 


Johnson expressed the hope 


that "the tragedy and torment 
of these terrible days will bind 
us together in new fellowship." 


"Let us here highly resolve," 


he said, "that John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy did not live or die — 
in vain. And on this Thanksgiv- 
ing eve, as we'gather together 
to ask the Lord's blessing let 
us unite in those familiar and 
cherished words: ' A m e r i c a , 
America, God shed his grace 
on thee and crown thy good with 
brotherhood from sea to shining 
sea.' " 


Johnson, the first southern 


president since Andrew John- 
son succeeded the assassinated 
Abraham Lincoln, left no doubt 
about his commitment to the 
cause of civil rights. 


"We have talked long enough 


in this country about equal 
rights," 
he said. "We have 


talked for 100 years or more. 
Yes, it is time now to write tl|a 
next chaptez— and to write it in 
the books of law." 


Johnson called upon the Con- 


gress to enact a civil rights bill 
that will help "eliminate from 
this nation every trace of dis- 
criminat i o n 
and oppression 


based upon race or color." 


He said there could be no 


greater source of strength to 
the nation both at home and 
abroad. 


Touching upon foreign 
af- 


fairs, 
Johnson 
promised 
the 


United States "will keep its 
commitments from South Viet 
Nam to West Berlin." He add- 
ed: 


"We will be unceasing in the 


search for peace; 
resourceful 


in our pursuit of areas of agree- 
ment 
even with those 
with 


whom we differ; and generous 
and loyal to those who join with 
us in common cause." 


He said "those who test our

Army, Navy 
Delays Game 
One Week

Army and Navy will meet in 


their traditional football battle- 
but a week later than sched- 
uled — and will bring down the 
curtain on a 10-day period be- 
ginning Thanksgiving that fig- 
ures to find bowl offers frantic- 
ally flung around the country. 


The decision on the Army- 


Navy game came Tuesday from 
the Pentagon and overshadowed 
two other major developments— 
the naming of Navy's Roger 
Staubach as the Heisman Tro- 
phy winner and Louisiana State 
University's acceptance 
of a 


Bluebonnet Bowl bid. 


The Army-Navy game will be 


pushed back to Dec. 7 — Pearl 
Harbor Day — in deference to 
the memory of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy. The Pentagon 
said the Kennedy family inter- 
vened so that the annual service 
classic would not be canceled. 


The official statement said 


the game will be dedicated to 
his memory. 


The 
announcement 
further 


scrambled a puzzling major col- 
lege bowl picture currently filled 
in at only three spots — top- 
ranked Texas in the Cotton Bowl 
seventh-ranked Nebraska in the 
Orange Bowl and LSU in the 
Bluebonnet Bowl. 


The Thanksgiving Day pro- 


gram and this Saturday's sched- 
ule, including many key games 
that were postponed from last 
week due to the assassination of 
President Kennedy, were expect- 
ed to wrap up most of the holes. 
But the Army-Navy postpone- 
ment complicated the situation. 


The 
second-ranked 
Middies 


and Staubach, now dubbed the 
best player in.the country by the 
Heisman voters, were expected 
to tangle with Texas in the Cot- 
ton Bowl providing they beat 
Army for the fifth consecutive 
year. 


However, their possible partic- 


ipation in a post-season game 
may have vanished when, the 
postponement appeared. It is be- 
lieved the sentiment in the Pen- 
tagon for cancellation of the 
game, plus the lengthening of 
the regular scheduled by a week 
may rule out a bowl trip for 
Navy. 


It also may rule out a top 


match-up in the Cotton Bowl 
Promoters said Tuesday they 
will wait until after the Dec. 7 
schedule, 
presumably 
to get 


Navy's decision. Their second 
choice is Pitt, which also plays 
that 
Saturday, 
against 
Penn 


State. 


Pitt, however, does not have 


to wait until its final game to 
make a decision — and might 
be agreeable to an offer from 
another 
major 
bowl. If Pitt 


goes elsewhere, then Navy de- 
clines, the Cotton Bowl will be 
lacking a top-flight opponent for 
the unbeaten and untied Long- 
horns. 


Meanwhile, Illinois and Michi- 


gan State prepared for their Big 
Ten clash, a Thanksgiving Day 
battle that will fill one of the 
Rose Bowl spots. Other bowl 
candidates also will be in ac- 
tion Thursday, as well as Satur- 
day. 


The winner of the Big Ten bat- 


tle between the fourth-ranked 
Spartans and eighth-ranked Illi- 
ni at East Lansing, Mich., gets 
a Rose berth against a Big Six 
opponent which will come out of 
two Saturday games, Washing- 
ton at Washington State and 
Southern California at UCLA. 
Washington has the inside track. 


Also headlining the Thursday 


program is the meeting between 
Texas and arch rival Texas 
A&M plus games involving bowl 
hopefuls Syracuse
